EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The examiner's amendment corrects an antecedent error in claim 1 and renders claims 1- 
4 consistent with the specification's disclosure of the 'non-magnetic magnet holder' 22 on 
p.l0:2,p.ll:14, and p.l2:14&18 and shown in Figs.la&lb. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach the claimed moving magnet type linear actuator including, inter alia, a movable body 
having a field permanent magnet arranged oppositely to the magnetic iron core through a 
magnetic gap, a magnet holder made of a non-magnetic substance, a magnetic back yoke 
arranged on the side opposite to the armature with respect to the field permanent magnet, the 
field permanent magnet being positioned only on one side of the magnetic back yoke, the field 
permanent magnet being positioned only on one side of the armature winding.
